Thanks to our Musicians Union we were 
unable to hear Chet Baker play during his 
recent visit to this country, so we have to rely 
on his records. Baker’s reputation has suffered 
a slump since his days with the Gerry Mulligan 
Quartet, when he was named, among other 
things, as “the second Bix Beiderbecke”’. 
That this was an exaggeration cannot be 
doubted, but there is a tendency to-day to 
dismiss his playing out of hand, which is 
equally unfair. This LP reveals him a musician 
who can improvise very well, and who has a 
melodic flair in excess of many of his con- 
temporaries. However, he has “ refined ’’ his 
trumpet playing to such an extent that there is 
a complete lack of warmth and swing. This is 
particularly noticeable in such titles as Moon 
Love and The Thrill Is Gone, where Baker’s 
playing is so cool that it merely engenders 
boredom. The Russ Freeman originals are 
better and Baker plays well enough on these, 
although Freeman himself sounds a more 
convincing jazz soloist. I think that in retrospect 
Baker will assume the role of a pleasant minor 
artist.

There are better Barbers than these on 
Columbia, Decca and Polygon’s Jazz Today 
label. That isn’t to say these are bad, but the 
choice of numbers—Ice Cream is getting as 
hackneyed as Tiger Rag—might have been 
happier. I prefer the Columbia version of 
Precious Lord; it is richer and more relaxed. 
Saratoga Swing is the best track here. A hole- 
fillér for Barber collectors. O.K

James P. fairly strides away with the honours in 
his own numbers; but Alex Hill and Frank 
Melrose put up a stiff fight for second place, and 
Mary Lou is not far behind, though her more 
‘advanced ’’ technique seems less fitted to a 
collection of this kind. No collection is complete 
without some representation of each of these 
artists’ works, and here we have it in modern, 
neatly packaged form.

These are disappointing compared with the 
Basie LP reviewed last month. You're Not The 
Kind is a feature for alto player Marshall Royal, 
whose style is modelled to some extent on Benny 
Carter’s, but who adds a syrupiness of tone that 
brings to mind the late Freddy Gardner. Royal 
is also featured on There’s A Small Hotel and 
sounds rather better here. Bread is a typical 
Basie performance, but marred by the tenor 
playing of Eddie Davis. Davis’ tone leaves 
much to be desired and his ugly straining for 
effect is reminiscent of Illinois Jacquet at his 
worst. Blee-Blop Blues has some fine work from 
the trumpet se*tion and a good open-toned 
trumpet solo (probably by Renald Jones), but 
Davis once more intrudes with some tenor work 
not far removed from the rhythm and blues 
vein. The Basie band can do much better than 
this.

Strictly for Bechet fanatics. I found them too 
long and dull. Dickenson makes some truly 
unmusical noises that put him in the Senter- 
Lewis-Bostic-Pee Wee Russell class of grotesque 
clowns, and don’t help the cause of jazz with the 
long-haired “ jazz-isn’t-music’”’ brigade. And 
if you tried hard for a week, you could hardly 
find four more threadbare tunes. But Bechet 
is still Bechet, and you may find him worth the 
money.

Pleasant original tunes, played easily and with 
interest. I don’t like “‘ jazzing the classics ”’, 
but I must admit to finding the quotations from 
Rossini, von Supp‘ and Kreisler in Society Blues 
not at all distasteful. The next track is a jolly 


parade number. The third is perhaps the best 
if rather straight, for its ease and grace. Bill 
Bailey we welcome as an old friend, even though 
they do call him Francis.

Items from ex-Stan Kenton trombonist 
Eddie Bert’s first session with a group directed 
by himself. 

They are in the modern vein one would 
expect from a Kenton-schooled man, and 
throughout Bert shows up as a technically 
accomplished and tasteful instrumentalist. But 
it is only in faster numbers that he grips. In 
Prelude, the one slow piece in the set, he seems 
uninspired and rather dull. On the whole it is 
Sal Salvador who takes the solo honours. Just 
when you begin to think him a little tame he 
redeems himself with a most enticing phrase. 

The record would have been better had the 
group been larger. The reliance on guitar/ 
trombone sound for the ensemble parts get a 
little “‘ samey ”’.

Swedish drummer Anders Burman leads a 
quartet very obviously modelled on the Benny 
Goodman pattern. Aided by the crisp rhythmic 
work of the leader and bassist George Riedel, 
clarinetist Ove Lind and pianist Rolf Larsson 
solo elegantly on all four tracks, but while they 
make for pleasant listening, there is not much 
one could call excitement in their work. Larsson 
does a creditable imitation of Teddy Wilson, 
while Lind is equally in the Goodman mould. 
Unfortunately, the music never really rises 
above the imitative and is little more than 
pleasant background listening. E.J.

Without doubt, Teddy Charles is a good 
musician, but his apparent determination to be 
different at any cost does not always get much 
further than that. Chief difference in Richard 
Rodgers’s attractive Nobody’s Heart is that it has 
a Miss Nancy Overton reciting the lyrics, but so 
tonelessly and ineffectively that one wonders 
exactly what was the aim behind it. Also I 
cannot say I was very impressed with Bob 
Brookmeyer’s tune, Loupe-Garoue. It gets rather 
monotonous after one or two hearings. 

But in music like this it is often less the tunes 
and more what is done with them that counts. 
In this respect, this group, greatly helped by 
Ed Shaughnessy, who must be one of the most 
inventive white drummers in jazz to-day, does 
well when the leader lets it get along with the 
job of producing honest-to-goodness swingi 
jazz. But unfortunately it does not hap 
often enough. E. J.

These are representative sides from the 
contemporary “‘ West Coast’? (Rogers) and 
“New York” (Cohn) schools. Cool Sunshine, 
from the former, is a pleasant number and has 
some excellent scoring, but the solos vary a great 
deal and only Giuffre’s soft-toned clarinet is 
outstanding. 

The Cohn side has much more drive and 
every man in the band takes a solo, with Joe 
Newman and Milton Hinton really impressive. 
The writing on this side is much less formal and 
is really a framework for individual musicians 
to improvise upon. Al Cohn seems to improve 
with each new release as an arranger and com- 
poser, and the honours here certainly go to the 
New Yorkers, or, as they are called here, the 
‘** East Coasters ”’. 

Whether, however, the record proves that the 
West Coast has produced a form of jazz as 
different as we are sometimes told it is from that 
which the rest of the U.S. has produced is 
questionable.

Only piano, 
guitar, bass and drums are heard accompanying 
Getz, and the mistake seems to have been due 
to the paragraph having been copied from the 
American sleeve of an LP which included, in 
addition to the items in this EP, others by Getz 
with a supporting cast that did contain some 
of the here missing musicians. 

The fault is, of course, Norman Granz’s for 
not sending over separate and full details for 
each individual title. But I think I have 
remedied his omission, for it seems certain, on 
hearing the record, that the personnel is as I 
have given it in the foregoing details. 

As regards the performances, and also those 
on the 78 (which has what seems to be the 
correct personnel on the label), all are once again 
Stan Getz, the supreme master of the tenor 
saxophone when it comes to the three “ t’s”’ 
—tone, taste and technique—in improvisations 
on standard ballads and melodies of a like 
nature. 

To the best of my knowledge they were 
recorded in 1952, when Getz was the first of the 
young “ cool”’ protagonists to be signed up by 
Norman Granz, and it seems that he was 
determined to make the occasion one to prove 
his prowess. Anyway he had never played so 
well on previous records, nor did he do so on 
any of the records he subsequently made 
during his sojourn in Scandinavia. Indeed it 
was not until he returned home that he re- 
discovered his true form that he showed so 
well in the records reviewed last month which 
he made during and the day following his 
appearance at Granz’s All-Star Concert at the 
Shrine Auditorium, Los Angeles.

Erskine Hawkins, billed for Jong as “‘ The 
Twentieth Century Gabriel”, has been lead- 
ing a successful band since the early ’thirties. 
It is not as well known as it might be, for its 
popularity is confined largely to the coloured 
public of the United States. Hawkins himself 
is a rather flashy trumpeter who in the pre- 
Maynard Ferguson period was considered to 
have too great an addiction to the extreme 
upper register. The band is rough, but swings 
greatly, and this is indeed a listenable LP. 

After Hours is a feature for pianist Ace Harris, 
himself a leader of some merit a few years ago, 
and he plays this attractive blues theme, made 
famous by former Hawkins pianist Avery 
Parrish, excellently. Harris also sings pleasantly 
on the blues track, So Long, Goodbye Blues, the 
only vocal one in the set. Bear Mash Blues is 
another popular Hawkins number, and the alto 
of Bobby Smith is well featured. Tuxedo 
Junction, written by Hawkins himself, enjoyed 
considerable pre-war popularity and this 
version has commendable solos from Hawkins, 
Smith, Heywood Henry and Julian Dash. 
Dash also shows up well on Nona. None of the

A disciple of the 
Howard McGhee school, he nobly helps to 
make this an excellent LP. ‘Milt Jackson’s 
ballad I’ve Lost Your Love is a particularly 
charming number, with extended work from the 
composer and Boozier. Opus De Funk and Soma 
are both blues themes and the latter has 
particularly fine Jackson. Buhaina has impressive 
work from Silver and Jackson, with the latter 
swinging, greatly. The fine rhythm work from 
Heath and Clarke is as impressive as ever. All 
round, jazz which should please fans of all 
schools, for while it is modern in conception, 
the basic factors of beat and understandable 
improvisation are always present. E. J.

Although this latest “ Jazz Studio” pro- 
duction was announced in Brunswick’s June 
supplement, it has only recently become 
available. 

As an example of the latest deve'opments in 
modern jazz exploitation it is, as regards both 
what is done and the way it is done, not only the 
most advanced of the “ Jazz Studio” pre- 
sentations, but probably the most advanced 
and best executed of any record arising out of 
similar aims, and on this alone I feel forced to 
give it the maximum five stars. 

But whether, if you are looking purely for 
everyday entertainment, you will think it worth 
anything like such high rating will depend on 
how experienced you may be in, and partial to, 
the kind of thing. For frankly these develop- 
ments in the modern idiom have reached, at 
any rate here, a stage where they can be tough 
going, and even incomprehensible, for all but 
those who are not only interested in new 
trends for new trend’s sake, but who also have 
the not inconsiderable musical knowledge that 
is essential to understand and so appreciate 
them. 


If you are among these, the record should 
intrigue you as few, if any, others have. If you 
are not it is something that is best left alone. 
But should you decide to'try it and then find 
you don’t like it, don’t go shouting around about 
discordant harmonies, lack of melody and all 
the other nonsense so often heard when modern 
jazz is discussed by those who haven’t the 
knowledge to understand it. You will only 


appear rather immature and silly to anyone 
with a more advanced outlook who may happen 
to be present.

New Orleans Richard M. Jones made quite a 
number of records in his day. Most of them are 
rare, the personnels difficult to trace, and those 
I have given are not in accordance with those 
in most of the discographies. Nevertheless, 
checked, as they have been against the original 
files, they are as accurate as human endeavour 
can make them. 

All Jones’s records were interesting and here 
we have four of the best he made for the 
Victor Company, especially Tickle Britches with 
its unusual trio instrumentation. I could have 
done without the slap-tongue tenor in Jazzin’ 
Babies and Boar Hog, but these, like — lilt 
along easily.

rocking Blues, an anything but slow Boat To 
China and an equally brisk 64 Bars On Wilshire, 
and many of them introduce the (in jazz) novel 
sound of oboe. 

But ballads or otherwise, slow or fast, and 
whether or not you think an oboe fits ideally 
into this particular picture, you will find this a 
superb set. It is not only that Kessel himself 
plays such technically immaculate, unpre- 
tentious but subtly inventive, and in every way 
delightful guitar. His skill and mood are 
captured and reflected by the rest of the group. 
Monty Budwig and Shelly Manne manage to 
spice up their formal rhythmic duties with all 
sorts of impromptu inserts, especially in 64 
Bars and Boat ; Claude Williamson, as well as 
doing good work throughout in the rhythm 
department, contributes a very comely solo to 
the latter item ; and Bob Cooper, in addition 
to proving himself a competent oboe player, 
aids nobly on his tenor. 

The recording, engineered by John Palladino, 
who has obtained fine results on other Con- 
temporary records, is as good as any I have 
heard ; and to make all of it all the more 
enjoyable Kessel has written a sleeve note which 
unassumingly, but interestingly, discusses the 
place of the guitar in jazz and explains what he 
was aiming at in this exceptionally well planned

Last month it was the Krupa Trio. This 
month the group has grown to a sextet, and 
the more people Mr. Krupa ropes in, the worse 
the results seem to get. At any rate that goes 
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for Jungle Drums. Only Ben Webster is worth 
hearing in this dreary side. Bill Harris has 
nothing to say and says it with a tremolo that 
wobbles like a half-set jelly ; Shavers enjoys a 
nap while playing a dead straight chorus ; 
Wilson and Brown might as well not have 
been there for all the chance they are given to 
mean anything ; and the leader sounds like a 
not very good semi-pro. 

Nor is he any better in the Blues. But Harris 
and Shavers are, and there’s more good Webster, 
and this helps to make this a more acceptable 
side despite another treatment so amateurish 
that it wouldn’t have been a credit to a brass 
band.

Creole Belles I reviewed on the LP issue last 
month. The other three numbers vary from the 
adequacy of Creole Love Call, which is not 
exceptionally exciting, though pleasantly 
restrained, to the frenzied bashing that Snake 
Rag takes, via the outstandingly good Whitewash 
Man. This is fine stuff, of a calibre that leads 
me to wish that the same attention to appropriate 
tempo and relaxation had been applied to Snake 
Rag. Neat, without being finicky, this little- 
heard forty-year-old rag is worth the money in 
itself. If there had been one other track as 
well done, this would be a four-star disc. O.K.

To review these in detail would take as much 
space as all the other records this month put 
together, so if readers will spare me, I will 
simply say that, as a collection of fine jazz 
tunes, these are pretty good, though they lack 
those little touches of finesse that only Morton 
could give. Murphy is a good trombonist in 
the tradition of Ory and Brunis, and Rose gives 
a fine account of himself as a rag pianist, if a 
little academic in places. If Morton had never 
recorded his own works, I would award these 
another star, but having lived with the creator’s 
versions for the best part of two decades, I feel 
that these Murphy’s are almost interlopers. But 
they’re good listening, don’t overlook that. This 
band is nowhere near as elephantine as the Lu 
Watters outfit (from which it was mainly 
recruited) used to be. O.K.

Except that the group has been increased 
from a quintet to an octet by the addition of a 
trumpet, trombone and piano, this second 
Lennie Niehaus LP is in general much the same 
as his first on LDC120, reviewed last May. As 
well as writing four of the eight tunes, Niehaus 
penned all the arrangements, and they again 


show him as an enterprising experimenter in 


what is embracingly termed the modern idiom. 
Admittedly much of Mr. Niehaus’s paper work 
gives more the impression of a budding pro- 
fessor dealing in problems via the head than of a 
man inspired by and speaking from the heart. 
But while this reduces to a minimum the emo- 
tional content and appeal of his music, it cer- 
tainly leaves it as an absorbing treatise for those 
in search of something to exercise their minds. 

As an instrumentalist Niehaus is only slightly 
more of an emotionalist than he is as a writer. 
He has a clear tone which is often not without 
warmth, and he performs with an agility that 
at times appears more spontaneous than

At last we can hear what Joe Oliver in his 
alleged decline really sounded like. On the 
showing of most of these tracks, his power hardly 
waned before he ceased recording. His work on 
Olga, What You Want Me To Do and I Can’t 
Stop is of a fine calibre—rich, confident, every 
inch a King. Archey contributes some grand 
trombone, and if the sax sections are a bit dated, 
think of them as old-fashioned frames to a 
masterly series of paintings that will never date. 
Weakest of the tracks is perhaps Shake It And 
Break It, which has a poor Oliver solo, but this is 
more than compensated for by the superb 
Archey, clarinet trio and (I doubt) Oliver on 
You're Just My Type. A must for Oliver

These come from what is perhaps best 
described as the Norman Granz period of 
Charlie Parker’s career. It commenced towards 
the end of 1948, and as regards recordings 
began with e Parker accompanied by 
Machito’s orchestra session in December of that 
year—the first session Parker had undertaken 
since his April, 1948, date for Savoy which 
produced, inter alia, Barbados, Ah-Leu-Cha, 
Constellation, Parker’s Mood, Steeplechase and 
Merry-Go-Round, all of which we have had here 
on English Savoys. 


On the whole it may be said to have been 
Parker’s best era. During at any rate some of 
the time he was in better health than he had 
been previously, and although his earlier 
recordings had already disclosed to us the 
genius that was his, often it had been revealed 
in an uncertain and neurotic manner resulting 
from Parker’s intermittent illnesses. 


The most interesting track in the EP under 
review is Lover Man, if only because it gives us 
a comparison with what Parker was doing 
five years earlier when, in July, 1946, he 
recorded the same number for the American 
Dial concern. And the comparison is none the 
more difficult because on both recordings there 
is not only the same trumpet/piano/bass/drums 
accompaniment, but also the tempi and even 
the routines are identical 


The net result of the comparison shows that 
while in the later recording the Parker style 
had not changed very markedly (and what need 
or scope was there for this anyway ?), he played 
with an energy that was only partially present 
in the earlier one, and with a far greater 
certainty and conviction. There were no 
missed entrances, none of that haltingness that 
made some of his phrases seem disjointed and 
even a little unconvincing. 


All of which just about sums up the other 
three numbers on this Columbia-Clef EP, all 
of which are more or less fast tempi, and all of 
which are notable for some of the most 
scintillating Parker alto yet heard here on 
records.

Of this selection, only the Dewey Jackson 
band as such really played the riverboats.

Most of these splendid Bessie Smith records 
are accompanied by James P. Johnson, and his 
contributions to them provide the most perfect 
foil to that mighty voice, which even gets 
eclipsed, it seems, on some of the less interesting, 
more pornographic items. Charlie Green’s 
mischievous trombone on Empty Bed Blues must 
be a classic in instrumental double-entendre, and 
Johnson’s delicately shaded piano on Back Water 
Blues is one of the finest things in the whole 
library of piano jazz on record. Trombone Cholly 
and ’Lectric Chair are two more rousing numbers 
featuring “‘ Big’’ Green ; there’s interest, and 
even a wry humour, in each. 

So ends “ The Bessie Smith Story ”’ as told 
in four American Columbia 12 in. LPs compiled 
by George Avakian and issued here by Philips. 
It has given us the greatest vocal exponent of 
the blues who ever lived in just about every one 
of her multitude of moods, and it thrilled me 
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none the less because I have for years enjoyed it 
in chapters via the 78 r.p.m. versions of the 
records. O.K.

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TECHNICAL TALK

Inexpensive Loudspeaker Systems 

Last month I mentioned my success in using 
one of the W/B cambric cone speakers as a 
woofer. For the particular experiment I was 
referring to I actually used the 8 in. model, but 
| have also used the 10 in. model, H.F. rora, 
with equally conspicuous success. I recall that 
I referred to this possibility in my original 
review. 

I mention this now because I am glad to see 
that our American contemporary High Fidelity 
has just reported success in a similar experiment 
with the H.F. 1ror2. ‘‘ Results at the low end of 
the scale ’’, it says, “‘ was not disappointing in 
the least ; smooth pure bass was obtained down 
to about 34 c/s; at 37 c/s response was at full 
strength ”’. 

This finding interests me greatly, as does also 
the continuation of the report, which says: 

‘“‘ Response in the range from about 2,000 to 
5,000 c/s seems to be substantially above that 
of the rest of the range. This gave an overall 
tonality that many find exciting ; for our part, 
we preferred to use the 1012 as a woofer only. 
With a separate tweeter and 1,000 c/s cross- 
over network we had a system that in our 
opinion rivalled many at three times the price ’’. 

This conclusion is in accord with my own 
recent findings, but I can go astep or two further. 
First, the middle register prominence (which I 
find extends down to 1,500 c/s) makes the 
H.F. 1012 and the H.F. 810 excellent units for 
use in two other ways: first, as middle-register 
speakers (‘‘ squawkers’’) with certain woofers 
and tweeters, crossing over at about 1,000 c/s 
and 4,000 to 5,000 c/s ; second, as single unit 
speakers with an amplifier, such as the Symphony 
or the new Pye, which has a middle register 
tone control. 


I also find that the 8 in. unit has a few 
advantages over the 10 in. Its disadvantage is 
its lower flux density. So I am asking my friends 
at Mansfield to make up a composite unit for me 
with the 8 in. cone and the 10 in. magnet! I 
find as the days go on that my personal (and, in 
some ways, unreasOning) sympathies are moving 
away from the larger 15 in. and 12 in. units ; 
in this, I am of course referring entirely to home 
use and not to auditorium demonstrations, 
though I should not be surprised to find (I 
haven’t tried it out) that even in the latter a 
multiplicity of smaller units would be better 
than one large one. 

However that may be, I know that a good 8 in. 
unit can be used to very good effect as a woofer, 
provided one bears in mind that both the power 
handling capacity and the acoustic efficiency are 
somewhat restricted. 

All this I settled in my own mind many 
months ago. The problem I have been ponder- 
ing over, and working on as time has permitted, 
has been that of devising a suitable enclosure 
within ordinary living room proportions. The 
Hich Fidelity tests were carried out with a 
g cubic ft. enclosure. So were mine at first. But 
I want something either smaller or more con- 
venient. Most ladies I have met certainly do! 
1 am sure it can be done. The Tannoy G.R.F. 
Enclosure reveals one way ; but it is expensive. 
For an inexpensive system, one looks either to 
the Wharfedale J.B. cabinet or to some other 
simple adaptation of the bass-reflex design. 

Now the trouble about this design is that 
either the cubic content of the cabinet must be 
large so that the resonance is below that of the 
speaker unit, or special means must be devised 
to tune the port to the resonant frequency of the 
speaker unit. 


I have always thought that the discovery, just 
before the war, that a speaker cabinet could be 
tuned, like a Helmholtz resonator, and closely 
coupled mechanically to the surround resonance 
of a loudspeaker unit, has been one of the 
happiest inventions in sound reproduction. The 
close coupling gives a double-humped resonance 
just as it does in the electrical analogue of a 
radio tuner. And other similarities exist, too. 
Thus, unless the resonant frequencies of the 
two tuned circuits are exactly the same, the two 
humps in the resultant response will be un- 
equal ; again, if damping is included in the two 
resonant circuits, the two humps can be 
flattened out very considerably and the final 
effect is that of extending the response to about 
an octave below the surround frequency of the 
speaker unit. 


The tuning of the cabinet and the intro- 
duction of the requisite amount of damping are 
therefore the problems to be solved. The most 
satisfactory piece of research on the former 
problem was carried out some years ago in the 
laboratories of Messrs’ Goodmans Industries 
and published in a paper read before the 
British Institute of Radio Engineers in Feb. 
1953. There it is shown how a vented cabinet 
of quite small dimensions can be effectively 
used, provided that the vent has a neck of 
calculable dimensions ; and full information is 
given about the way to determine the optimum 
size. 

At the recent Radio Exhibition, too, Messrs. 
Goodmans demonstrated an acoustic resistance 
unit which, they claimed, provided the 


‘necessary damping element in a remarkably 


simple way. Now I do not yet know the 
theory behind this unit and I have not yet put 
it through its paces in test conditions. But I 
listened to reproduction on the Goodman 
stand from loudspeaker enclosures into which 
it had been incorporated, so I feel justified in 
taking the claim on trust for the time being. 


I expect that in this, as in other forms of 
damping, too much will be almost as bad as too 
little. What is usually wanted is “ critical 
damping ’”—*‘ not too much, not too little, but 
just right’, as the well known advertisement 
has it. Probably that is why Mr. Briggs found, 
in his experiments on lining the cabinet with 
felt, that it is best to leave one surface unlined. 
Incidentally, I have found a much better 
arrangement than felt lining. It is to stick 
(with drawing pins to start with) papier maché 
egg trays to the internal surfaces of the cabinet. 
They are very cheap and their damping effect 
is much better than that of any material I have 
tried. The idea, of course, was given to me 
when I thought about the “ dragons’ teeth ”’ 
construction of the acoustically dead rooms at 
the G.E.C., Goodmans and other laboratories. 
The same system could of course be cheaply 
applied to the walls of a room by anyone who 
wished to insulate himself from his neighbours. 


By the use of these egg trays in the loudspeaker 
enclosure it is possible to reduce the panel 
resonance, also, to quite a remarkable degree. 
The effect of course is not so complete in this 
respect as it is in a brick, or sand-filled 
enclosure, but I believe that it is quite good 
enough for ordinary domestic purposes, and 
even in the brick enclosure it is still advantageous 
to use the surface damping to deal with the air 
resonance. 


It is an advantage to have the enclosure in 
the corner of a room, because then the speaker 
is then radiating into 90 degrees, instead of the 
180 degrees of a side wall. But it is not, definitely 
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not, an advantage to have the enclosure on the 
floor. That invariably leads to complications, 
partly from the muffling effect of carpets and 
other room furniture, and partly from the 
directional properties of high notes. Some 
people try to get over this by having the woofer 
near the floor and having the squawker and 
tweeter pointing upwards or backwards towards 
the wall. I myself prefer to have the whole 
enclosure at a height of not less than 5 ft. from 
the floor and preferably with the tweeter near 
the ceiling, so that the directional waves proceed 
from the corner of the room above one’s head 
and are subsequently reflected round the walls. 
It is a refinement to have the direction tilted 
slightly downwards and not parallel to the 
ceiling or floor. 

It is usually possible to find at least one corner 
of a room which can be used for the purpose and 
this method of installation does not interfere 
with the housewife’s precious floor space. 
Indeed, the cabinet containing turntable, 
amplifier and radio tuner can be conveniently 
placed underneath the loudspeaker enclosure. 

But what about the weight of the enclosure ? 
Well, what about it ? Why not use the walls 
of the room as a substantial part of the enclosure 
and simply devise means of fixing a front baffle, 
vent and neck to them, taking care to get all the 
joints airtight ? 

That is what I did for the simple enclosure 
which I mentioned last month. It cost under 
£1 and entailed only a few hours labour. In 
my next article I will give constructional 
details. 


NOVICE CORNER 


Record and Pickup Egqualisation : 
3. Crystal Pickups (continued) 

First of all, two additions to the comments 
I made last month. Whilst the article was in the 
press, a reader told me that by using the LP 
position on the Selector Switch in his amplifier 
in conjunction with a Goldring 500 pickup he 
got better quality and less scratch from his old 
78 records than he did when using a thorn 
needle pickup. This reminded me that I 
should have mentioned this trick of trying the 
LP position for old records; it brings into 
operation a treble cut and bass boost circuit 
which can be quite a useful addition to the 
other controls. So don’t be hypnotised by the 
labels, but try the combination for yourself. 

I should also like to say that in my view Mr. 
Ian Leslie’s letter, published last month, about 
the desirability of transferring the Golden Age 
78s to microgroove 45s, whilst technically 
correct, is economically unsound. The transfer 
is in fact being done by Victor in America, and 
I am happy to possess a number of samples. 
But that is no answer at all to the thousands of 
music lovers who in days gone by spent mofe 
than they could really afford on shellac discs. 
I maintain that it is up to the technicians to 
devise a means of playing these discs satis- 
factorily on modern apparatus. I am sure it 
can be done. 

I happened to be talking to Mr. Kelly about 
the problem a week or two ago, and we decided 
that any suggested limitation in the range of the 
pickup coupled to what I might call a variable 
*“‘ trough ”’ control was quite a feasible one. I 
mentioned the point about thorns and bamboo 
fibres being self-damping and he immediately 
commented that by virtue of the principles of 
Natural Selection the bamboo must inevitably 
be “critically damped ’”’, otherwise it could 
not have survived the vagaries of the weather ! 
This matter of critical damping is much too 
erudite for me to elaborate on this occasion, so 
I will content myself by saying that it is one of 
great importance, which even the most skilful 
technicians are too often apt to forget or neglect; 
and that Mr. Kelly’s remark shed a lot of light 
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on a number of observations that had hitherto 
puzzled me. 

To return to our main theme, I may sum up 
by saying that if you are content to use a crystal 
pickup (and the modern ones are so good that 
no one need have any qualms about doing so) 
then your requirements need not be more than: 

1. A good turntable and motor free from 
“wow ” and “ rumble ”’. 

2. A good carrying arm with completely free 
and smooth horizontal as well as vertical 
bearings. If these bearings are conical 
pivots, as on the BJ arm, be sure that they 
are not too tightly screwed up: the 
slightest binding can cause the pickup to 
stick in a groove, especially at the inside 
of a record. 

3. The amplifier sensitivity should be such as 
not to require more than 100 millivolts 
input for full output ; 50 millivolts would 
be better. 

4. There should be five input connections for 
Radio 1, Radio 2, Tape, Pickup, Micro- 
phone, and six positions on the input 
selector switch, the extra one being 
required to distinguish between LP and 
78s on the pickup input. (If an additional 
pickup is to be used for the olders 78s, the 
change-over would be effected at the play- 
ing desk.) 

5. There should be separate bass and treble 
controls with ranges plus or minus 10 db. 

6. A steep cut fil‘er at 4,000 c/s, 5,000 c/s and 
9,000 c/s will be an advantage. 

7. The amplifier should have not less than, 
say, 15 db negative feedback; 25 db is 
better, and 35 db excellent. It is desirable 
to have a “ jack”’ output from the stage 
immediately before the output valve to 
feed a tape recorder input. This output 
should not have a d.c. potential. 

4- Magnetic Pickups 

Most of these requirements will likewise apply 
to magnetic pickups, but a higher sensitivity is 
needed, and all sorts of elaborations can be made 
in the Input Selector arrangements. 

For the best magnetic pickups an input 
sensitivity of 50 millivolts is hardly enough 
unless a pickup transformer is used. This can be 
effective for low impedance moving coil 
pickups (it works exceedingly well with the 
‘“* Expert’, for example), but for the medium 
impedance variable reluctance pickups, such 
as the Goldring or Tannoy, it is better to have 
an input sensitivity of 20 m.v. in the amplifier 
and not to use an input transformer. 

Almost always it is necessary to have one 
additional valve in the amplifier when a 
magnetic pickup is being used and this easily 
provides the extra amplification ; it also gives a 
place where the necessary record equalisation 
can be neatly carried out by a negative feed- 
back circuit between the anode and grid, 
without affecting the main negative feedback 
loop from the output of the main amplifier. I 
mention this because I have seen designs in 
which the tone controls as well as the volume 
control have been included within the main 
feedback loop, thereby counteracting their 
effectiveness as well as making it difficult to get 
any high degree of negative feedback without 
sending the amplifier into oscillation at some 
frequency. 

The minimum flexibility can be obtained in 
a six-valve circuit, viz. : 

2 valves output stage ; 

2 valves for phase splitting (some designers 

use one only here) ; 

2 valves for amplification and frequency 
correction ; 

and of course for the two latter purposes double 
triodes can be used, but I prefer to use low noise 
pentodes in the early stages. Thus the Mullard 
610 amplifier (which is the 510 plus an extra 
valve as pre-amplifier) uses the following 
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sequence of valves: 2 of EF86 (low noise 
pentode), 1 of ECC83 (double triode) as phase 
splitter, 2 of EL84 as output valves. The Osram 
g12 Plus has a different arrangement. It uses 
2 of 2729 (low noise pentode), 1 of Bg09 (double 
triode), one half being used as an amplifying 
valve and the other as the single valve phase 
splitter, and 2 of N709 as output. The Mullard 
can give a sensitivity of 10 m.v. and the Osram 
of 1 m.v., if desired. 

Amplifiers with a greater amount of negative 
feedback, such as the Pye PF91, the Pamphonic 
1002 or the R.C.A. Photophone, need at least 
one further stage of amplification to make u 
for the reduction of gain through feedback. 
Several of them, in fact, use an additional 
double triode, one half of which is used not as 
an amplifier but in a special arrangement 
(known as a cathode follower circuit) which 
facilitates the transfer from pre-amplifier to 
main amplifier. 

These extra stages are all before the main 
negative feedback loop from the output, and 
may therefore be used to separate the various 
controls. Thus, it is good practice to have the 
pickup equalisation before the first valve, the 
record equalisation between first and second 
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valves, the bass and treble tone controls betwe: 
second and third valves, and the volume cont»! 
after the third valve. In that case, there is io 
difficulty in arranging for different record 
equalisation settings to give the desired com- 
pensation for as many recording characteristics 
as one desires. Whether the choice is by means 
ri ~’ buttons or a rotary switch is a matter of 
etail. 


All this may seem very complicated, but it is 
really not so advanced as it appears at first sight. 
The subtleties really begin when steep slope 
treble cuts (with variable slopes) are added to 
the pre-amplifier section and when phase 
compensating devices are incorporated in the 
main amplifier to enable larger amounts of 
negative feedback to be used. And as the 
circuit complications and the number of valves 
increase, up goes the cost. It is in these “‘extras”’ 
and refinements (as well as in a more expensive 
output transformer) that the difference between 
a 40 guinea and a 25 guinea amplifier comes in. 


I once heard it said that a certain American 
designer never used one valve when two would 
do. What was meant, of course, was that he did 
not believe in compromises. Do you ?

Record Reviews 


I was very interested to read A.R.’s editorial 
this month. Personally I think it is the reviewers 
in some quarters (not usually in THE Gramo- 
PHONE, praise be !) who lose sight of the music 
while looking for what in their exalted opinion 
they consider to be the “ perfect ’’ performance. 
This tendency has grown since the advent of 
LP and, far from thinking that there are not 
enough good performances of the great master- 
pieces, in my view there are too many. I may 
be naive, but the idea of buying more than one 
good modern recording of a particular work 
seems to me a practice which can only appeal 
to the eccentric or the wealthy. Reviewers 
quite rightly point out anything, however 
slight, which they consider to be a flaw in the 
performance under discussion ; but surely the 
average record buyer (which I take myself to 
be) is primarily interested in the music, and 
can only thank his lucky stars that there are 
so many fine performances and _ recordings 
available of such a large amount of wonderful 
Mm iS1c, 

To end on a personal note. Is there a Mozart 
lo.er anywhere who is not grateful to the 
companies and artists for giving him the chance 
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to enjoy again and again such rare musical 
feasts as the “ Haffner ’’ and K.320 Serenades? 
And this month M.M. reviews yet another 
(K.203) which is quite unknown to me, but 
which (and I happily take M.M.’s word for 
this) promises a fine performance by the 
New Symphony Orchestra of London. Who 
else but a jaded record reviewer could cavil at 
such riches ?

Buried Treasure 


Mr. Strong has given us a good game to play, 
since LP has unearthed so many long forgotten 
treasures. 

My list would include two of his items, the 
Arriaga and the Spohr, along with several other 
fine chamber works by Boccherini (hitherto 
known only by the ubiquitous minuet and a 
rather mediocre ’cello concerto). 

But I would give pride of place to a whole 
string of splendid seventeenth century religious 
masterpieces by Carissimi, Benevoli, Schiitz, 
Lully, Charpentier, Buxtehude and Alessandro 
Scarlatti—very closely followed by Rossini’s 
Mass (the first recording, with the composer’s 
orchestration) and Bellini’s last opera, “ I 
Puritani ”’. 

To these I would like to add Cavalli’s 
“Universal Judgment”, Spontini’s ‘“* La 
Vestale’’ and Rossini’s “ William Tell”’; 
but unfortunately they have not yet appeared 
on British catalogues. I brought mine back 
from the U.S.A. 

And now how about submitting lists of 
treasures still unrecovered ? My first entries 
would be of Raff’s two great programme 
symphonies, “Im Wald” and “ Lenore”’ 
(shamelessly forgotten even in Switzerland) 
and MacCunn’s highly original tone poems, 
“The Land of the Mountain and the Flood ”’ 
and “ The Ship o’ th’ Fiend”. How about 
combining MacCunn and Sterndale Bennett 
(“ Naiades”? and “‘ Wood Nymph”) on a 
single LP ? For the worth of all these I can 
vouch. 

But I would also like to hear an opera well 
spoken of by critics of all schools, though 
apparently quite forgotten even in France— 
Auber’s ** Masaniello ”’.

Golden Age Reissues 


It is a great pity that the plea for the reissue 
of historic recordings become mixed up with 
the foolish issue of LP v. 78. How can we be 
anything but grateful for the wider repertoire 
and the marvellous technical advances which 
microgroove recording has brought ? For all 
but narrow tastes, the gain already far outweighs 
the loss. Obviously and rightly, 78 must be 
superseded by LP and 45. 

But the loss of the old recordings is still a 
serious matter. The British Institute of Recorded 
Sound deserves the warmest of welcomes for 
setting out to prevent the loss from becoming 
final, but the public which supports the record 
companies deserves that the best of the old 
should be made available commercially. Vocal 
music is naturally most in question, and denials 
of a decline in the art of singing will not be 
taken seriously by those who know anything 
about it. There is fine singing to be heard 
to-day, amid much overpraised mediocrity, but 
it is different in kind from that of Sembrich or 
Bonci or de Luca or Plancon. It is not just a 
decline in standards we lament, but the loss of a 
whole style, a tradition from which all living 
singers and the whole musical public can learn 
much. Moreover a host of re-recordings in 
America prove that the Golden Age can be a 
commercial proposition. 

Nevertheless I hope that when the British 
companies at last acknowledge their obligations 
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they will not just hand on the issues of their 
Amer‘can counterparts. The potential public 
for such records does not necessarily want the 
most hackneyed songs and arias ; Caruso and 
company need not compete with the latest 
screen tenors. Nor, at the other end, will most 
of it go for Mapleson cylinders and other 
incunabula. Rarity is not an end in itself, and 
aitistry must be balanced with a reasonable 
quality of sound. And although individual 
performances on 45 r.p.m. may be the ideal, the 
companies may reasonably decide to test the 
market with 12-inch LPs. 

I hope other readers will suggest collections 
which combine unique excellence, unity of style 
or composer, and a wide enough appeal to make 
sales profitable. I suggest just four to set the 
ball rolling. I should love a disc of Bellini arias 
sung by such as de Lucia, Battistini, Kurz and 
Boninsegna. I imagine a warm welcome for a 
coupling of excerpts from La Forza del Destino 
sung by Martinelli, de Luca, Ponselle and 
Pinza with the Nile Scene from Aida by Reth- 
berg, Lauri-Volpi and de Luca. I can envisage 
a selection of duets and concerted numbers 
which would teach my generation what perfect 
blend of tone sounded like, and show how 
quaint is the notion that perfection of ensemble 
is a recent attainment in opera. My personal 
first choice would be an LP of Elena Gerhardt’s 
Hugo Wolf songs. (I know the objection con- 
cerning the original purchasers, but who in 
the publishing world ever heard of a limited 
first edition precluding a reissue in an entirely 
different format ?) 

But this could go on indefinitely. The main 
thing is to keep knocking on the door of those 
who hold (and withhold) this buried treasure, 
and to tell them what we want and will buy. 
And let us urge them not to wreck the venture 
this time by asking silly prices ; the Americans 
don’t.

Pitch 


Mr. A. Teasdale Smith’s letter in your last 
issue on the subject of ever-rising pitch prompts 
me to mention a few of my own views in protest 
against this deplorable tendency. 

When a standard pitch of a — 439 or 440 
v.p.s. has been almost universally accepted for 
several decades, is there any legitimate reason 
for departing from it merely for the sake of 
creating, in the mind of the performer, an 
illusion of greater brilliance? Even if any 
listeners are aware of it that is no justification. 
Moreover the performer fails to realise that the 
subterfuge depends, for its very success, on a 
sense of pitch in the listener, and that if the 
practice continues it will destroy this sense of 
pitch and thereby its own raison d’étre. I am not 
convinced that any present-day orchestral 
instruments have acoustic properties which can 
cause an actual (as opposed to illusory) effect 
of greater brilliance if the pitch is raised: 
certainly string instruments have none. 

It is also not yet sufficiently widely realised 
despite continual protests in your pages, how 
acute is the discomfort which can be brought 
about in the sensitive listener by deviations 
from normal pitch. I well remember my own 
anger, for example, on first hearing the Holly- 
wood String Quartet’s recording of the Schubert 
C major quintet, which is so sharp that for me 
it completely alters the character of the work. 
This experience, an all too frequent one, is akin 
to that of viewing a well-known painting by 
fluorescent light. 

I have long given up trying to convince those 
who have no awareness of key-colour that such 
a thing in fact exists, and that it is not a matter 
of association. Much less so can I explain what 
sensation each “ colour”? produces: one may 
as well try to explain to a colour-blind man 
what is the difference between blue and green

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I will not go so far as to suggest that their 
enjoyment cf music must be as limited as is the 
latter’s enjoyment of painting ; but I do fail to 
see how they can possibly have any true 
appreciation of the subtleties of classical 
tonality. 

The question of considering the intentions of 
pre-Brahms composers in the matter of pitch 
and key-colour is an important one that 
deserves more attention than it has perhaps had. 
But there is obviously no practicable solution, 
and I think it safe to say that, provided pitch is 
kept absolutely constant and the listener is 
allowed to develop his own sense of tonal 
colour, each key will then assume for him the 
same relative characteristics as it had for the 
composer, so that his sensations will be, 
qualitatively, approximately the same. It is 
of course possible to argue that certain com- 
posers—Bach, for example—attached little, if 
any, significance to this factor. But it is not easy 
to deny its supreme importance to Mozart.

Operatic Casting 


With regard to the oft-mentioned decline in 
the standard of operatic singing, are not 
matters made a lot worse than they really are 
by those responsible for engaging the singers ? 

In the old days, singers appeared to be 
selected to take part in an opera recording 
because they were suitable for that part. Now, 
singers seem to be engaged for a series of 
recordings regardless of their suitability. 

There are good singers to-day, as many LP 
opera sets show. Surely there must be enough 
of them availabie to make bad casting and 
therefore bad singing unnecessary. 

While on the subject of opera recordings, 
could I put in a plea to the manufacturers to 
mark the beginning of each scene, where an 
act contains more than one ? I feel sure this 
would be appreciated, as one does not always 
want to play from the beginning of the act (or 
record) in order to hear a short Scene JI. (I use 
the word “ scene ”’ in its fuller sense, of course— 
heaven forbid that we should want every aria 
and duet marked for us !)

Surely Don Giovanni, more than any other 
recorded opera has suffered from casting which 
can only be described as obscure. In this 
enlightened day and age, when fiddlers fiddle 
Bach with strange bows and nice young men 
dash round the world making sure they play 
Torelli in the correct manner, is it not strange 
that singers entirely unsuited to certain roles 
are invited to record them and are then praised 
by critics ? 

I refer of course to Suzanne Danco’s perform- 
ance as D nna Anna in the new Decca Don 
Giovanni. Mme Danco is a fine singer and 
conscientious artist, but she is not asked to sing 
Aida, so why Anna ? To invite Schipa to sing 
Maurico would no doubt be illuminating, but 
hardly acceptable, so with Mme Danco. 

Whatever the faults of the Glyndebourne 
performance, it is surely nearer to Mozart’s 
intention than any other version on record. For 
one thing we have a baritone s‘nging the title 
role, and not a bass doing a poor imitation of a 
great artist, namely Pinza. It is about time 
second-rate artists gave up copying superb 
virtuoso performances and Pinza’s Don, from 
both acting and singing standpoints, was just 
that. 

What is so annoying is that there are two 
intelligent people in this world both capable of 
singing these roles. I refer to Mme Callas and 
Tito Gobbi. Surely someone must see that both 
could be superlative as Anna and her seducer. 
Gallas wants to be “like the old singers’’. 
Well, two of her predecessors in .Vorma were 
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famous Annas, i.e. Mmes Ponsell and Lehmann. 

Gobbi has a beautiful voice and is a fine 
actor and of all male singers now before the 
public, he possesses the most magnetism, 
essential in a Don. 

In heaven’s name, why must we remain 
merely “Bruno Walterish’”’ ? Is one of the 
greatest operatic conductors of the century to 
leave nothing behind except a severely cut Die 
Walkiire ? Could not Mr. Kubelik invite him 
to Covent Garden to conduct Don Giovanni 
with a cast such as follows: D. Giovanni— 
Gobbi, Leporello—Corena, D. Anna—Callas, 
Elvira—Jurinac, Zerlina—Seefried, Masetto— 
G. Evans, Commendatore—Weber ? 

Ottavio remains. The more I listen to such 
gentlemen as Messrs.. Simoneau, Dermota, 
Pataky and, let it be whispered, McCormack, 
the more certain I become that a dramatic or 
reasonably robust voice is needed to make 
something of this effeminate role. Tauber would 
be ideal, but... Perhaps it is worth remember- 
ing that Bjérling made his debut in this role. 
Maybe by the time someone thinks of collecting 
such a cast a suitable tenor will have arrived !

G. and S. on LP 


As a great lover of the world famous Gilbert 
and Sullivan operas, and a very keen supporter 
of the D’Oyly Carte Opera Company, I feel 
bound to protest at some of the comments made 
by your critic in the September issue of THE 
GRAMOPHONE. 

Mr. Wimbush may be waiting for the copy- 
right to expire on the operas so that they may 
be cast regardless, but I can assure him, and I 
speak for all the real lovers of the great Gilbert 
and Sullivan tradition, that we are awaiting 
that day with dread. 

We already know what happens when there 
is no copyright, for instance, the Jazz Mikado 
in America (where there is no copyright law) 
in 1933. I assure Mr. Wimbush that we do not 
look forward to a similar presentation here. 

Your critic also states that the operas have 
been “ imprisoned ”’ within the bounds of a 
single opera company. Seeing that they were 
written solely for that opera company, and are 
their property, it is hardly fitting to describe 
them as “ imprisoned ”’. 

Mr. Wimbush’s comments on the perform- 
ance on H.M.V. of the 1936 recording of The 
Mikado are restricted to four principals and 
what he describes as a thin orchestra. I might 
remind him that at the time the recording was 
made the company were giving some of the best 
performances in their long career. The per- 
formance is undoubtedly superior to that on 
Decca. 

Your critic may like Gilbert and Sullivan 
opera, what is obvious is the fact that he does 
not like the company who perform them, for 
his continual harping upon the time when the 
operas will be the property of one and all makes 
this quite plain. 

If Mr. Wimbush does not hear the music 
when he goes to a performance he must be deaf ; 
I have yet to go to a performance and not hear 
the music. 

I sincerely hope that we will have the other 
H.M.V. recordings of the Yeomen, the Gondoliers, 
the Pirates, and Jolanthe on LP in the near future. 
Because I consider that they are better perform- 
ances than those at present available.

Elgar’s 2nd Symphony 

The Times, on the subject of “The Planets’, 
had this to say: “‘. . . the Planets had been 
thought worthy of two recordings ”’. 

As we have practically reached saturation 
point in the recording of symphonies, opera, 
etc., may I make an impassioned plea for a 
LP recording of Elgar’s 2nd Symphony ?
